Ottawa, Dec. 27.— The trade returns 
for the past year will be issued shortly. 
The imports totalled $111,294 021, as 
against $1 10,687.480. The duty eollected 
Bhotved a decrease of $827,040. The ex- 
ports increased $175,810.80. Great Brit- 
ain takes the bulk of Canadian exports, 
but the imports from the old country 
have shrunken woefully. During the 
yoar there were exported to the United 
StateB Canadian products to the value of 
$48,991,485, as against $34,460,428 in 
1S95-G. C-ireat Britain took of our ex- 
ports $69,533,852, but our imports from 
the old country were but $29,412,188, a 
decrease of $S,567,554, as compared with 
the previous year, while from the 
United States we imported to the value 
of $61,649,041, an increase of $3,075,023 
over the year before. Upon the total 
imports of Llrilish goods there was col- 
lected duty to the amount of $6,205,36'J, 
an average rate of 21 per cent. Upon 
the total imports from the States, the 
duty collected was $8,147,076, an aver- 
age rate of but 1^ per cent. 

Peterson, Tait & Co., contractors for 
the proposed fast Atlantic service, have 
deposited another $50, 000 with the gov- 
ernment, making $100,000 in all aa evi- 
dence of their bona tides.

Leader of Yukon Party Ules from Pneu- 
monia-Child Killed on the Way 
to Sunday School.

Paul, 
wtiere he has been invited by Archbishop 
Ireland, to meet Mgr. Martinelli, the 
papal delegate at Washington.

A CUSTOMS DIFFICULTY. 

Montreal Importer Resents the Charge ol 
V. holesale Undervaluation. 

Moktueal, Dec. 26.— (Special)— A dif- 
ference of opinion has arisen between 
customs authorities and the firm ol 
FiUgibbone, Shaefeitlin & Co., impor- 
ters of European fancy dry goods, etc., 
over certain clauses in the tariff. Mr. 
Fitzgibhons states that the customs 
authorities are acting on the affidavit of 
a discharged employee that the firm en- 
tered goods valued at 110,0(10 marks, or 
about $7,600, under their proper value, 
but he Btrongly denies that there was 
any undervaluation. He saya that 1 e 
has deposited $7,600 with the govern- 
ment aa a guarantee anil proposes to re- 
sist the claims. 

A commercial paper states that the 
undervaluation amounts to $400,000 anil 
that strong efforts are being made to se- 
cure a compromise. This Mr. Uitzgib- 
botis says ii untrue, and be ha? instruct- 
ed bis lawyers to enter action for $100,- 
000 damages against the paper. 

TORONTO NOMINATIONS. 

Probable Walk Over lor Mayor Shaw -Sen- 
sational Incident at the Junction. 

Toronto, Dec, 27. -(Special) — John 
Liuton, councillor for Toronto Junction 
for the last two yeare, and who waB re- 
nominated this morning, aB the clerk 
declared nominations closed, fell into 
the arms of Councillor Kice with the 
worda " Hold me please," and expired 
almoat instantly.

The Father oi the Telephone Inventor About 
to Marry an Ontario Widow. 

New York, Dec. 27.— It may be stated 
with certainty that Professor Alexander 
Melville Bell, the distinguished scientist 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and the father 
of Graham Bell, the inventor of the tele- 
phone, will wed Mrs. H. C. Shibley, of 
Harrowsmith, Ont., in this city within 
the next two weeks. The exact date oi 
the marriage has not yet been fixed and 
the place of the ceremony is to be kept a 
•ecret, as it is decided that the wedding 
will be entirely private. Lev. Dr. Pat- 
terson, the oldest living pupil of Prof. 
Bell, will be the officiating clergyman.

severe reverse at the hands of the Mo- 
boulies, a tribe which has long harassed 
the German trade caravans. On the 
contrary, tho governor reporta that the 
expedition has completely defeated tho 
tribe and has captured itB capital, with 
alight loss.

Three ateamera from the North— the 
Farallon, the Rosalie and the Tete— have 
just arrived, the two latter with five 
separate parlies from Dawson among 
their passengers, ope of which had left 
the Klondyke capital aa recently aa No- 
vember 10, and is the first to come 
through to the Coast with dogs, the 
river having only very lately been 
aufficiently cleared to permit of 
travel other than pedestrian. Many 
of the newcomers have gold in 
abundance, and none of them appre- 
hend danger of starvation for the citi- 
zens of the Yukon country. 

Tho Hying brigade of which Richard 
Shaw of Victoria, was a member, and 
which made Skagway in 32 days from 
Dawson, would have got through even 
sooner but for the fact that they first 
tried the Dalton trial after leaving the 
river, and finding it blocked by recent 
heavy snowfalls were obliged to retrace 
their steps. 

On the way down, at the Five Finger 
Rapids, they picked up an unfortunate 
young man who had laid himself down 
to die. Both of hia feet were so badly 
frozen that he waa helpleea and hie 
heartless companionB had abandoned 
him to hiB fate. 

Tho miners at Dawaon, according to 
theeo latest arrivals, are offering $2 a 
pound for flour, and none purchaseable 
at this figure, while many aro coming up 
the river and buying outfits in their en- 
tirety from Btich of the inbound pros- 
pectors who will sell, at $1.26 per pound. 

The party on the Tees are credited 
with having upwards of $5,000 amongst 
them, but exhibit all the customary re- 
ticence of the returning lucky ones, and 
refuse to give figures when discussing 
their own affaire. They are for the most 
part short residents in the country, who 
have done a little profitable speculating 
and returned for fresh supplies. Be- 
tween 4C0 and 500 men aro following 
them out, they eay, and bringing plenty 
of gold with them. 

None of these visitors from the North 
aro Hying from famine, but their exodus 
for the winter will go a very long way 
toward relieving the necessities of those 
remaining, as there will be fewer mouths 
to feed, and their supplies added to the 
general etore. The object of tho ma- 
jority of tho Coast-bound travellers iB to 
see friends, make spring purchases, ami 
let the outside world know what the 
Klondyke thinks of tho new mining 
regulations particularly affecting that 
district. 

In this latter connection It is stated 
that a crowded miners' maaB meeting 
waa held at Dawaon on Oct. 28, at which 
resolutions were adopted again protest- 
ing against the royalty and crown re- 
serve clauses ; and afterwards a deputa- 
tion waa named headed by a miner 
named Sullivan, to proceed nt once to 
Ottawa and lay the grievance of the 
miners before Premier Laurier and hiB 
colleagues. 

Aa to the danger of famine at Dawson, 
and the proclamation in early November 
by the oflicera of the mounted police that 
they are quite capable of deal- 
ing with any emergency that

BACK WITH GOLD.

may arise — these new arrivals 
eay the police have none too plentiful 
stores for their own consumption, and 
their method of meeting the crisis will 
be Bimply putting the population on 
short rationB and seeing that the well- 
supplied share their goods with the lesa 
provident should a real pinch come. As 
a fact the miners throughout the dis- 
trict are all fairly well supplied for the 
winter— it is the gambling and sporting 
element only that is likely to need re- 
rief. 

Eegarding the mining regulations, 
so keenly do the miners feel their 
alleged injustice iu certain particulars, 
that hundreds speak of moving to Ma- 
nook or some other diggings on Ameri- 
can soil as eooii as spring comes — even if 
these gold grounds be less profitable. 

Another cause of growing discontent 
is the dual collection of fluty fit the 
pasees on inbound goods. If Sought in 
the United States, outlits of course pay 
tribute to the Canadian authorities as 
soon as they cross the paeees; if Can- 
adian goods, the outlits have been ham- 
pered with charges while passing 
through American territory in bond, and 
the new arrivals say that the recent ar- 
rangement whereby this will be Btopped 
will prevent much disappointment and 
irritation. 



MINERS' GRIEVANCES. 

A Bonanza Claim Owner Speaks of the 
Difficulty nt the Passes and the 
obnoxious Regulations. 

A returned resilient of the Klondyke 
district whose views count for something 
when the Yukon country is the subject 
of consideration, is Mr. Thomas Storey, 
a Bonanza Greek claim owner who ar- 
rived down by the Rosalie on Sunday, 
and came to Victoria from Port Town- 
send vesterday morning. He formed 
one of a party of four coming out by 
Skagway pass, his companions being 
Robert Gwynn. J. Lindsay and Frank 
Bellaine. As soon as he has renewed 
old acquaintanceships in Vancouver, 
and bought his spring supplies he will 
return to his northern homo bv the 
tame route. 

Parties bound into the Yukon with 
Canadian goods have, he says, suffered 
from the sharp practice — since discoun- 
tenanced at Washington — of the United 
States customs officers at Dyeaand Skag- 
way, who have needlessly compelled 
tlie'm to employ American customs offi- 
cials to accompany the goods while they 
are going through in bond — these offi- 
cials charging ^t> a day for the pleasure 
of their company. As it usually takes 
from a week to a fortnight to take a com- 
plete outlit through to the summit— this 
being fourteen miles from Dyea or twen- 
ty from Skagway— it means in the end 
that as much has been paid in fees and 
othe red tape expenses as the American 
duties would have amounted to. 

'• I have heard it said,'' lie continued, 
" that Great Britain claims quite as 
much right to the territory on which 
Dyea stands as the United States. Then 
why has American occupation been 
tacitlv agreed to? The Canadian officials 
do indeed show some disposition to move 
up into the disputed territory, but they 
have Inen a long time about it. Some 
of them are, 1 understand, at Lake Lin- 
deman aow, and made an endeavor not 
long ago to collect duties from some 
Americans who were going no farther. 
They refused to pay, and that was the 
end of it. 

" Of course the miners have brought 
the chief difficulties as to the passage 
through in bond upon themselves, takil g 
Canadian goods in ostensibly with the 
purpose of going right through and then 
disposing of or using them in American 
territory. 

" At the time I left Dawson there was 
no immediate danger of anyone starving, 
but there was undoubted shortage ui 
provisions. The principal relief 1 think 
will come through the large number 
who are coming out to the Coast for a 
few month". They will not be there to 
feed, and i hey are disposing of their 
stocks of provisions, so that it will be 
that much addition to the general sup- 
ply. 

" The police can do very little toward 
providing for the hungry, as I under- 
stand they will be pinched a little them- 
selves. Their methods of prevent- 
ing famine will be to see that 
the stocks in hand are used in- 
telligently, and a lair division 
made it' the necessity arises. The 
miners as a rule are not the ones that 
are short. They have laid in their stores 
for the winter and to carry them along 
until June or July. There is, however, 
a large non-productive class, of which 
the gamblers and city men form the pro- 
portion, and these are the ones who will 
require assistance if anyone does. 

" The miners all through the Klon- 
dyke country are still very indignant 
witti regard to the proposed collection of 
'20 per cent, on the output of the mines. 
The biggest miners' meeting ever held 
in the country discussed this subject on 
the night of the 28th of October, passing 
resolutions of protest, and I understand 
naming a delegation of which Sullivan is 
one to go to Ottawa, and lay the griev- 
ance before the government. 

"They feel the pressure of this royalty 
clause so keenly that many are making 
preparation for a move to American ter- 
ritory in the spring. They will for the 
most part try the Manook country prob- 
ably, or else work on the Forty-Mile, it 
is true the Manook has not been proven 
as yet, but it may turn out very well; in 
any event the miners are willing to work 
in a less profitable country rather than 
pay this royalty. The Stewart river has 
at present a hundred or more men work- 
ing at its moutli while half as many 
more are prospecting up stream. No 
finds have been reported as yet to 
amount to anything, but the spring may 
bring something good in this quarter. 

" Green backs, contrary to the general 
rule, are at a premium over gold in the 
Klondyke country. Wo have to pny a 
•f 17 ounce (or $15.25 in paper money, for 
of course everyone who thinks oi coming 
out wants the paper money. I brought 
down all that I could get at a reasonable 
price, and uIbo a few pounds of gold, 
which I have sold to tho Bank of Mon- 
treal at $15.50. It was Bonanza gold, 
tho finest standard of all, and 1 was 
rather disappointed in tho price paid 
here." 

Storey and his companions met Major 
Walsh at Salmon river. The adminis- 
trator was complaining of short supplies 
at the time, but anticipating receipts of 
provisions from the lakes. Me was as 
comfortably fixed as possible, with the 
thermometer at 72 below zero, and if not 
required to change his plans proposed 
Starting for DawBon with his dogs in 



early March. At this time the river had 
been impossible for dogs and sleds, but . 
as the miners are now coming • through 
by this means it is likely that Major 
WalBh's party will push on to their des- 
tination as soon as their supplies are re- 
inforced. 

KLONDYKE MINERS STRIKE. 

Refuse to Accept Anything Less Than S15 a 
Day for Their Services-" Dick " 
Shaw at Home. 

After a journey of thirty-two days to 
Dyea, Mr. Richard Shaw, of this city, 
arrived by the steamer Tees from the 
North yesterday evening, having just 
come through from DawBon. 

He left that famous city on tho Yukon 
river on the 10th November, and, in 
company with Mr. Shede, of Juneau, 
came through to Dyea without a Bingle 
delay, only stopping at Fort Selkirk for 
a couple of hours for tho purpoee of 
having dinner; and aleo at MeCormack'8 
Post for the same reason. The two came 
up the river on the ice to Lake Bennett, 
and thence over the Skagway trail to the 
Coast. They dragged 600 pounds alto- 
gether up the river, of which 300 was 
food for themselves and a considerable 
quantity of the balance for their dogs. 

The weather at Dawson haB been very 
cold, in the neighborhood of 70 belorv 
zero, for some time past, but it got 
milder as they went up stream, Thirty 
Mile river not being frozen at all. At 
Five Finger rapids they came across a 
young fellow whose foet and logs wero 
frozen like blocks of ice right up to the 
knees, and who, of course, was given all 
assistance possible. 

Mr. Shaw says tiiat Dave Spencer has 
had a very closu call, having been given 
up twice before taking a final 
turn for the better. He lay 
in the hospital at Dawson for 
six weeks' hovering between life and 
death, best thanks to the untiring efforts 
of Dr. W. A. Kichardson and his own 
Bplendid constitution, he managed to 
pull through all right, although for 
three weeks he was not allowed to be 
seen by anyone. He is now living at a 
cabin with one of the other Victorians 
who succeeded in getting through, and 
wneti Mr. Shaw left waB getting about 
and eeemed to be quite himself again. 
He intends comiug out with Hubert 
Macaulav in January. He wrote and 
forwarded a letter to his father in No- 
vember, but the party bringing it out 
for him was passed by Mr. Shaw at Mc- 
Cormack's post, and it will probably be 
a month yet before the letter reaches its 
destination. 

There is a very good hospital at Daw- 
son, which is managed by a Catholic 
priest, Father Judge, three ounceB of 
gold per year entitles anyone to free 
nursing when sick, but if not a sub- 
scriber to this fund, the rate is $5 per 
day, which is considered very reason- 
able, and in every case is paid without a 
murmur. There is a great deal of 
typhoid prevalent in the town, owing to 
the bad sanitary arrangements and the 
amount of squalid debris on the streets. 
During the summer the deaths for about 
three months averaged five persons a 
day. 

For a town of its kind, Dawson is re- 
markably free from lawlessness of all 
descriptions, but the place is full of 
Mounted Police, which no doubt ex- 
plains the fact. There is at present a 
shortage of provisions but no actual fear 
of starvation. About five hundred men 
started out for the coast prior to Mr. 
Shaw's departure, but a greater number 
went to Fort Yukon, where' there is 
plenty of food, one hundred leaving for 
the latter place in one day on the steam- 
era Bella and Weare. The Shaw party 
was overtaken by Mr. McKay, who left 
Dawson after they had started. Mr. Mc- 
Kay brings out about $50,000 in company 
orders, with an owner of Xo. 13, 151 Do- 
rado. This party, however, did not co-ne 
down on the 'lees, but are waiting at 

I 1 H'ea to com" to Victoria on the Alki. 

On the 27th of October the mine 
owners attempted to make a cut in the 

1 miners' wages by reducing them to flO 
per d iv. As a result the men all wen' 
on strike and had not returned to woi k 
up to the time of Mr. Shaw's departure. 
A number of them say they are willing 
to leave it to the decision of a 
committee, but the majority re- 
fused to work for anything less 
than $1.50 per hour or $15 per 
dav. ( In November 10 there was a large 
meeting held for the purpose of petition- 
ing the Dominion government to revise 
the laws governing mining in that dis- 
trict, but Mr. Shaw left before being able 
togetany information as to what was 
done. 

Messrs. Shaw and Shede met a num- 
ber of parties going in on Tagbh bike, 
all oi them having their outlits with 
them. 

Among the Victorians who got in. 
Mike Conlin is working on one of the 
Kldorado claims; Bush and Behnsen 
have built a log cabin and are doing 
nothing as yet, and (Gilbert is working 
at his trade of tinsmith and making good 
money, 1'ettigrew and Kendall have 
staked out a claim 011 Moosehkle creek 
and say they have a very good 
prospect about five miles from Ibiwton. 
A number of the parties who left hero in 
the summer reached Dawson, selling 
their outfits for 1 .'_'•"> per pound and then 
came nut again, having made a good 
pn tit on the transaction. 

Mr, Perry, another Victorian, got 
jammed in the ice and tloated down the 
liver to Dawson landing without any 
mishap, Mr. Perdue, a cattle dealer, 
sent two raftB of meat down the river 
but they were drifted down the Ice past 
Dawson, with that gentleman on hoard. 
The third raft was stranded 135 miles 
above Dawson but the meat had not 
been brought down and was lying there 
when Mr. Shaw passed. 

There were no fresh strikes made lately 
with the exception of one on Hunker 
creek, which yielded $300 to live feet. 

Mr. Shede lias some valuable proper- 
ties on Hunker creek but brought no 
money out with him. 

When tho two reached Dyea they had 
five pounds of Hour and three pounds of 
bacon, but they were forced to hup some 
meat for their dogs and some fresh goat 
meat at Lake Be Barge from the In- 
dians, for which they were paid $1 per 
pound. 

THE VOYAGE OF THE " TEES." 

Rough Weather the Rule for the Greater 
Part of the Trip— Stlckeen Route in 
Good Condition. 

The steamer Tees, of the Canadian 
Pacific Navigation tleet, has now fairly In- 
augurated the service to lie maintained by 
this home company between Victoria and 
the ports forming the gateways to the Up- 
per Yukon, during the approaching s| ring.

up run calls were made at all the mail 
landings in British Columbia waters. 

At wrangel several passengers were 
landed who intended going up theStickeen 
river. The ice was reported in good condi- 
tion from a point about six miles above the 
river moutli, and 011 the return of the 
steamer to Wrnngel it was found that the 
late passengers had gone on their way up 
river without delay. 

At Skagway a number of passengers took 
the Tees u ho had just come out from Daw- 
son, among them Mr. Richard Shaw, one 
of the very latest from the Klondyke 
country. A number of others were re- 
ported to be close to Skagway and anxious 
to catch a steamer. For this reason the 
Tees waited about two days, but the 
weather being very boisterous at the time 
it 110 doubt prevented the coast-hound 
miners from getting over the passes, as no 
new arrivals were reported on Wednesday 
last when the Tees sailed. 

The weather up North during the entire 
trip was most tempestuous— wet and mild, 
but stormy. At Port Simpson on the 
homeward trip several passengers joined 
who had started from Skagway on the 
Rosalie, That steamer bad taken over live 
days to this point, and the passengers pre- 
ferred landing lo taking any further 
chances witli the little cral't. 

W. H. Thompson, of Nanainio, who has 
been engaged in packing from Skagway to 
bake Bennett for the last live months, was 
one of the Tees' passengers last night from 
Skagway. Chatting about his experiences 
as be sat in the Oriental, lie said that he 
had left Bennett at the end of November, 
and at that time about lot) people were 
camped near the lake, but by now no doubt 
some had moved further 011 when the ice 
formed. He had made live trips over the 
trail and a good deal of his time was taken 
up in packing for the mounted police. Of 
their supplies be thought the police now 
had sixty tons through, and there were 
forty tons near the summit ready to be 
packed over. It appeared to him that it 
would he a very difficult thing for supplies 
to tie taken down the Yukon this winter, 
when one understands that at the summit 
the thermometer registered L'O degrees below 
zero with a strong wiud blowing and fur- 
ther in tile cold got much more intense. 

With him Mr. Thompson brought a very 
tine specimen of peacock copper ore which 
a man found this season in the Stickeen 
district. The tinder had told Mr. Thomp- 
son that there was a three foot ledge of the 
stuff, wliieli is certainly as nice copper rock 
as anyone would wish to see What amount 
of gold it carries can only be deckled by 
assay. ^ 

VICTORIANS KETUKN. 

Charles Steele and Party Make a Fast Trip 
From Dawson. 

John Hookar, Charles Steele and George 
Bassett left Iiawsoo City in company and 
reached Skagway eight days ago, after a 
thirty-tive-duy tramp. They came out 
over the ice to Lake Bennett and 
through the White pass afoot, Hacking 
their outlits on their backs. When they left 
Dawson City they were told by many that 
it was simply suicidal to leave thereat that 
time of year without pack animals, hut. tin 
men had every confidence in their strengtl 
and came through all well, although for a 
great part of the journey they endured ex- 
treme hardships from exposure ami 
from the cold weather. From the 
lime thoy left Port Selkirk un- 
til they reached the Hootalinipia the 
thermometer ran from \'2 to 7U below zero. 

"Our noses," said Steele last evening, 
" were frozen from two to three times a day 
in the coldest of the weather, which was ex- 
perienced tit Live Finger rapids. Snow 
was encountered knee deep in some places, 
and we could only know we wen 1 on the 
trail by the manner in which we 
would sink in diverging a little from 
the proper path. On Middle lake we got 
very bait weather and lor some consider- 
able time it stormed so severely that we 
could not see live feet ahead of us. Cieorgt 
H. Hanbury, who came down with us and 
who belongs to Seattle, we picked up, in 
company with two others now at Skagway 
ten miles above the Stewart river. 
They had left Dawson City about 
two wei-ks before we did, and were getting 
pretty short of provisions when we over- 
took them. Wehadlynx and wild eat to 
eat part of the time coming out, and I can 
tell you it didn't laste bud. Wild cat went 
pretty good tor the tirst meal, but after that 
I did not want any more of it. When Mc 
Cormack's Post was reached we renewed 
our supplies of meat, and then came 
witli little delay. In starting out we th 
away everything save our grub and 
blanket apiece, and took rest by giving four 
tiien sleep at a time while two kepi watch 
to renew the tires to prevent us from freez 
ing to death." 

In reference to the general condition 
alfairs at Dawson, Steele has nothing addi 
lioual to add to the reports recently pub 
lished to the elfect that there is 110 tiros 
peel of famine, lie says tin' country is 
good and that be expects to return North 
early in the spring. Before he left Dawson 
there was a miners' strike on, ami he had 
no idea as to its settlement Till 
day he came away "ti his home- 
ward trip a mass meeting was call- 
ed lo discuss the grievances. Tin 
mine owners wauled to pay their em- 
ployees to work for them at $1 an hour, 
I'he miners objected to this as too low, -is 
there are only six hours to the day. and 
they could not make living wages at this 
rate. Steele says it was cheaper for him 1. 
con at than to stay in Dawson for tin 

pounds of pn ivisions, which he says they 
sold out before leaving the Yukon, thoi 
for What prices he does not care to state, 
1 le reports t hat Henderson creek is now a 
surveyed .>if and that fully on 
hundred men are there working. Sc\ 
erul -halts had he< 11 sunk, but tip t 
tho time he left he had heard i 
no results. On the way to the coast Majc 
Walsh anil party were "met at Big Salmon 
and Jtldg" Macguire and party and In 
spector Wade just one mile beiun Little 
Salmon There wen- encamped at the foot 
of the Stewart river about 200 peopl 
who will await spring before making 
further progress, and these Steel thinks arc 
well provided for with provisions. On the 
trail coming out he met some parlies h 
had passed as he wenl in and predicts that 
many of these will not reach Dawson this 
year. They have bad trouble in getting 
their outlits over the passes, und sooner 
than lose anything are making slow 
progress, ll is now only live months 
since Steele and bis party left here for the 
Klondyke. They took no pack animals 
along, but packed all their etlects on their 
hacks, thus accomplishing one of the 
hardest undertakings in connection with 
tin- northern travel. They now bring out 
with them considerable mail from Dawson 
City, and also bring news of some Victori- 
ans. Dave Spencer, when they left Dawson 
City, was still in the hospital suTIering from 
fever. 'I'he Behnsen party were making 
preparations to erect lot; cabins. Speed was 
well provisioned for the winter lint had not 
yet started in for himself, while among 
other Victorians spoken and reported well 

were Sharp, Chas. Boss, Ned Clyde. Th 

McManus and Joseph Hunter.' The last 
two mentioned expect to come out this 
wintei .

stop Bealing. Great Britain declines lo 
enter into such an agreement. 

Lord Salisbury says, in substance, 
that he has communicated with the 
Canadian government, which has the 
foremost interest in the sealing question, 
and that it is unwilling to become a 
party to such an arrangement ut is pro- 
posed by the United States. Therefore 
England, continues Lord Salisbury, 
whose interest is but slight, would not 
he justified in acceding to the proposals.

SEALSKIN EXCLUSION. 

United States merchants Protest That the 
Unneighborly Act Will Hurt 
Their Business. 

New York, Dec. 25. — A Washington 
special to the Herald saya: 

Protests made by influential mer- 
chants against the approval of the seal 
iug act, which paBBed congress on Fri- 
day, have caused the President to hesi- 
tate in attaching his signature to the 
message, but it is the general opinion to- 
night that he will finally approve it. It 
has been represented to the President 
that section 9 of the act providing that 
" importations into the United States of 
fur sealskins taken in Xorth Pacific 
waters, whether raw, dressed, dyed or 
manufactured, is hereby prohibited," 
works a hardship upon American mer- 
chants equally with British manufac- 
turers. 

Special seal embassador Foster was 
with the President this morning explain- 
ing the provisions of the act and their 
ell'ect, and, as he prepared the measure 
in conjunction with the secretary of the 
treasury, he, of course, urged that it be 
approved. Mr. Foster believes that sec- 
tion li will prevent the treatment by 
London manufacturers of skins taken by 
pelagic sealers, and the rpsult of the re- 
Gtriction of British work will cause them 
to bring pressure to bear upon the Brit- 
ish government to negotiate a modus 
vivendi witli the United States as de- 
sired by President MclCinley. 

An official of the treasury department 
told me that the department had as yet 
taken no steps looking to the prepara- 
tion of regulations under which the re- 
importation of sealskins into the United 
States will ho allowed. It is not gener- 
ally known, he said, but it is a fact, that 
every sealskin taken by the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company on the PribyloO' Is- 
lands is given a number, and that num- 
ber is retained through the various 
stauee through which it passes to the 
finished material. Each number, with a 
description of the skin, is kept by col- 
lectors of customs. The company was 
allowed to take 30,000 skins during last 
season, and in case a modus should not 
he negotiated the President will an- 
nounce in the spring the number it will 
lie allowed to take during the following 
Eeaaon. The only skins which London 
dealers can import into the United 
States besides those taken by the Alaska 
Commercial Company will he some lo,. 
000 or 20,000 taken annually in Hudson 
Pay and in that vicinity. The ell'ect of 
the prohibition of the importation of 
skina taken elsewhere will be appre- 
ciated when it is remembered that the 
United States is the largest sealskin 
market in the world and that 200,000 
skinB have been annually treated by 
London furriers. 

Washington, Dec. 25. — Assistant Sec- 
retary Powell has instructed the collec- 
tors of customs at San Francisco and 
Port Townsend, Wash., to notify all per- 
sons in their respective districts con- 
templating engaging in pelagic sealing of 
the passage of a bill prohibiting sealing 
in the Pacilic Ocean north of the thirty- 
fifth degree north latitude, under a pen- 
alty of forfeiture and a lino of $2,000, 
and imprisonment for not longer than 
six mouths.

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SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 



Wo nre in receipt; of a letter from San 
Francisco asking a number of queationB 
and stating that if they are answered 
through the columns of the Colonist 
the writer knows that hundreds of peo 
pie will be gratified. Therefore, at the 
risk of repetition, we comply with his re 
quest 

The first question is aa to whether 
everything necessary for a trip to the 
Yukon can be bought in Victoria, if a 
general variety of goods ia carried in 
stock, and if our outfitters know how to 
pack the goods. We aiiBwer this ques- 
tion in the affirmative, and add that Vic- 
toria merchants, ha% T ing outfitted miners 
for remote localities such as Cariboo, 
Omenica and Cassiar, know what miners 
need and how it should be put up pro- 
bably better than anyone else. We refer 
our correspondent to our advertising 
columns. 

The second question is as to how Vic 
toria prices compare with prices in Son 
Francisco and Seattle. In most linee 
prices are lower hero than in either of 
the cities mentioned, and in woollen 
goods very much lower. When 
the duty is added to goods pur- 
chased by miners in the United 
States, there is a ditfereuee of 
fully 30 per cent, in favor of 
Victoria. The statement is persistently 
made that a largo portion of a miner's 
outfit bought in Victoria consists of Uni- 
ted States goods. This is incorrect. The 
only considerable items to which this 
statement applies are hams and bacou 
and rubber goods, a considerable portion 
of which do come from the United 
States. There is an advantage in buying 
such goods here, because Victoria whole- 
salers buy at the lowest prices and the 
duty comes leas on largo wholesale lota 
than on small retail lots, auch as a min- 
er would buy. 

The third question, which refers to the 
experience of Victoria merchants, ia an 
Bwered above. 

The fourth question is aa to the proper 
place to obtain licences to mine in tbe 
Yukon. Xo licenao ia needed in the 
Northwest Territory as the regulations 
now stand, but claims have to bo record- 
ed. The only record office at present is 
that at Dawson City, but we expect 
others will be established in the spring 
Many persona going by the Stickeen 
Teslin route will desire to prospect it 
British Columbia. For this they need a 
license in ad vance. It can bo obtained 
at Victoria and will cost |5. 

Replying to the fifth question, we may 
say ttiat gooda purchased at Victoria will 
not be subject to any duty on enterin 
the Northwest by the Stickeen-Teslin. 
route. In the case of single parties 
escort wiil probably be needed for about 
a day's journey up the Stickeen, where 
it runs through territory in the posses- 
sion of the United States. The trans- 
portation companies doing business on 
this route will doubtlesa luck after this 
matter fur persona who are in their 
charge. 

Anawerii g our correspondent's uixth 
question, we refer to our lulvertisiug col- 
umns for information as to transporta- 
tion facilities. It would not be advis- 
able to count upon making purchases of 
any kind at VVrangel or anywhere in the 
interior. Everything ought to be bought 
.before taking the steamer tit Victoria. 

The seventh question is as to the best 
place to get boats and aa to the facilities 
for getting down the Yukon from Lake 
Teslin. On this point we refer also to 
our advertising columns. We may add 
that boats can bo built at Lake Teslin, 
but if it is feasible to take boata through 
it would bo doubtless found the better 
plau. Wo think it would be found prac- 
ticable to do BO. 

The eighth question refers to transpor- 
tation companies, and for answer we le- 
fer to our advertising columns. 

In reply to the niuth question we may 
say that there ia no doubt that after 
January 15th, unleBS the winter is ex- 
ceptionally mild, there will he no diffi- 
culty in transporting goods up the 
Stickeen river on Bleils drawn by horses. 
There would bo no feed obtainable on 
the way, and persona intending to ueo 
horaoa would havetocarry provender with 
them from Victoria. Horsea, sleds and 
harness could probably bo got for $200; 
but there would bo eonio delay about 
getting Bleds, as none are kept on hand, 
i. e. horse eleds. The passage up the 
rivor by Rleda drawn by horses is safe 
and practicable, in view of the fact that 
there ia likely to bo a great many teams 



open. The distance iB 14S miles. If tbe 
road is in good ehape, a loaded team 
ought to be able to make the distance 
in four days. If it ia not in good 
shape, the time required will of course 
bo longer. There are no Btoppiog places 
on the way. Sleds could bo hauled up 
by hand, and a man could probably haul 
over etnooth ice 300 pounds without dif- 
ficulty. 

In reply to question 10: The Stick- 
een ueually breaks up during the last 
weeks in April. 

Question 11 : Dogs can bo used on the 
Stickeen, but they are not necessary. 
DogB cannot be obtained readily here 
anywhere up the Coast; but 
they can be got, if sufficient notice 
given, at a coat of about $50 each.. 
Replying to question 12, we may eay 
that it ia yet too early for unto quote 
steamer fareB to Telegraph Creek. Last 
summer's figurea would be no guide. 

Question 13 : The ice is said to go out 
of Teslin Lake during the latter part of 
May, but the dato cannot bo fixed with 
certainty. The Hootalinqua is doubt- 
iesB open at that date. The lake will re- 
main closed for a longer period, but nB it 
ia not a broad Bheet of water and two 
considerable Btieama flow into it, the ice 
will not remain much longer than in the 
river. 

Some of the points referred to in ques- 
tion M have been covered above. On 
other points mentioned in this question | 
wo may say: There will be pack horses 
on the trail between Telegraph Creek 
and Teslin Lake in the spring. There 
will be no placea for shelter on tho way 
except such aa day be erected by trant- 
portation companies or by advance bodies 
of prospectors. Tho trail is said to be ex- 
cellent for its entire length for winter 
travel, and for spring travel until the 
ground has fully thawed. It will not be 
passable for wagons until a great deal of 
work has been done, but both the Do- 
minion and the Provincial governments 
have in contemplation the necessary ex- 
penditure. Packing can be done over 
the trail all through the year because 
it will bo improved so as to make all parts 
of it serviceable to pack animals. There 
are good camping grounds all the way 
from Wrangel to Teslin Lake with plenty 
of wood for fuel. There is lumber at the 
lake for boat building, and a party are 
now taking a saw mill in. The supply 
of wood is not very extensive near the 
lake, but considerable timber is reporttd 
in the neighborhood within reach. We 
do not think dog teama can bo hired. 
The wages of Indiana at Telegraph Creek 
are $2.50 per day with board. Guides 
are not necessary as the trail will be well 
travelled. 

We cannot eay definitely how many 
steamers wili ply between Victoria and 
Wrangel this next spring and summer, 
but expect that there will be at least 
daily sailings. 

In reply to tho sixteenth anil last 
question, wo may Bay that the S ticket n- 
Teslin route has some special advant- 
ages. On of them ia that after Telegraph 
Creek has been reached the prospector 
is in a region that will repay exami- 
nation. On the Stickeen itself there are 
doubtless good quartz deposi's. The 
Hootalinqua and ita tributaries are 
gold-bearing, and the Big Salmon, which 
joins the Yukon a short distance below 
the Hootalinqua, iB said to be a very 
promising stream. The severe weather 
on the Stickeen-Teslin route will be en- 
countered on the lower part of tbe river 
valley, end, therefore, on a sea level. 
Where the summits are to be crossed 
there is never much snowfall. The 
whole route ia free from serious dangers. 
No route into tho Yukon affords a plea- 
sure trip; but we think that of all, that 
ri'i the Stickeen is the leaat dangerous. 
Those who have been over it pronounce 
it an easy trail. 



neighbors are singularly short of mm 
able to grasp an international situation. 
President McKinley certainly ia not of 
that class, and ho lias not surrounded 
himself with men who are. That it is to 
the interest of the United States to pre- 
vent tho occupation of China by Russia 
and Germany io plain to tho most super- 
ficial observer, but unhappily tbe quad- 
rennial overturns at the White House 
prevent the elaboration of a foreign 
policy. 

In the meantime we think no one need 
fear that British interests in tbe Orient 
will be neglected. Our fleet ia incom- 
parably tho Btrongest in the China Sea, 
and no poBBible naval combination there 
can equal it. Some one has taken the 
trouble to telegraph from London that 
Great Britain • stands ready to protect 
her rights, which is a piece of informa- 
tion that has not much of the element of 
novelty about it. Those rights aro large, 
British interests in the Orient are more 
extenBivo than those of all other Euro- 
pean nations combined. They are ren- 
dered more important becauso Canada 
occupies so largo a part of one shore cf 
the Pacific ocean and the Canadian ports 
are those in America that are most 
accessible from the Orient, It ia impos- 
sible, therefore, fur the British govern- 
ment or the Britisli peop'o to view witli 
complacency anything that will bo cal- 
culated to close the tiade of China to 
them. War ia a eericua business, but 
there are some tilings that the British 
people will quickly fight to prevent, and 
the gobbling up of China by any com- 
bination of powere is one of them. 



BRITAIN IN THE ORIENT. 

Late dispatches from London say that 
tho idea of an rntentt existing betwei n 
Russia and Germany in regard to the 
occupation of Northern China is ridi- 
culed in well-informed circles. Colon- 
ist readers may recall that this paper 
took the ground some lime ago that stub 
an agreement seemed intrinsically im- 
probable. The statement ia now made 
that Prince Henry of Prussia bore with 
him on his recent visit to Her Majesty 
an autograph letter from the Kaiser, in 
which the latter sought to secure the 
sanction of Great Britain to his plana, 
and at tho Chinese embaeay in London 
t io idea prevails that a complete under- 
standing exists between the British gov- 
ernment and Germany. In support of 
this view it id pointed out that permis- 
sion baa been given for tho vessels of tho 
Gorman squadron en route to tho Chi- 
nese station to coal at British stations; 
but wo fancy that this concession may 
easily be construed to- signify much 
more than it implies, our impression 
being that if one nation requests an- 
other at a timo of peaco to permit its 
vessels to coal at tho other's stations, 
a refusal would be regarded as an un- 
friendly act. Another rumor is to the 
effect that an Anglo-Japanese-American 
alliance is to be negotiated to prevent 
tho Continental European powers from 
obtaining control of China. This, wo 
fancy, must, like all the other atoriea on 
tho Biibject, bo taken with much alio v- 
anco. That Bitch an alliance would ho 
a desirable thing may bo freely admit- 
ted ; but there is little c.iuoe to expect 
sufficient statesmanship from anyono, 
now in a position to guide affairs at 



The Wise Men of tho Last aro now 
cautioning people against the Yukon. 
We have nothing much to say about 
this. It is well that people should be 
cautioned. No one ought to start for the 
Yukon with the idea that he is going on 
a holiday trip, and that he will pick up 
a bushel of nuggets without any diffi- 
culty. Thousands of pooplo will be duc- 
ceEEfu', and this fact, taken in connec- 
tion with tho great activity which the 
exploitation of tho country will induce, 
will give rise to all manner of oppor- 
tunities for making money. Mining will 
be by no means the only way to get rich 
in British Columbia and the Northwest 
during the next few years, and will be 
far from beiDg tbe safest way. In spite 
of all that can be said to the contrary, 
we bold that a new country, where mines 
are being developed and transportation 
lines are being opened, ia a good place to 
be in. So far aa the Wise Men aforesaid 
caution the public against Klondyke 
mining schemes, which aro directed at! 
the pockets of tenderfeet, we are in 
accord with them. We add our warn- 
ing: Louk out for the Klondyke wild- 
cat. 

A Btrong demand ia being made in the 
United States for the publication of tho 
pension list. Although thirty-two years 
have elapsed since tho conclusion of the 
war, $104,000,000 is being paid out in 
peneions every year, and nearly a quar- 
ter of a million claims remain to be paased 
upon. The statement ia freely made 
that tho list is stuffed full of fraud, and 
it is claimed that its publication would 
enable this to he detected. It ia a start- 
ling thing that after a third of a century 
of peaco the war of secession should coat 
the United States annually very con- 
siderably more than it costa France to 
keep up her vast army. It aeema likely 
that before the last of the secession pen- 
aions expire the United States will have 
paid on account of them $5, 000,000,000, 
or one thousand times as much as it 
would have cost, to have purchased the 
freedom of the slaves. 

'I'm: Post-Intelligencer informs the 
British government that it would con- 
sider it very dishonorable if it should re- 
fuse to accept the scaling award be- 
causo there has been a change of minis- 
ters. What the Seattle paper does not 
know about Britisli ways of doing things 
would make an extensive library.

was deputed to the Colonel's brother, 
Mr. E. S. Smith, who has daily gained 
the confidence of all his subordinates by 
his unceasing energy and kind conaider- 
ation to all. 

Owing to unforeaeen and weather 
eausea there waa some little delay iu 
moving this large outfit, and it was 17th 
November when the tirst party, nnder 
the packmaster, Mr. Cameron's direc- 
tion, with 125 horses, with 2'.i packers, 
left the first camp to form an advance 
camp and depot Bix milea nearer the sum- 
mit, and named Watson's Cam u, from 
the fact of my being the first settler 
there, and where I remained in charge. 
Each packer had one saddle and six pack 
horses to lead, and I also took a pack 
team. The trail was for eome distance 
across immense boulders covered with 
ice, and the rough and irregular trail, 
almost impassable at times, caused 
many of our horses to fall, although we 
were fortunate in surmounting the difii- 
culties without much loss. In some 
places we led our horses over the frozen 



ter now than at any former time, al 
though many give Dyea the preference, 
which town ia also booming. 

A sad death occurred to a yonne man 
named Samuel Wyckoff, aired twentj- 
six years. He was one of a party of 
five men. G, I. Klindt, Andrew Holm. 
William Ihltborn and Christ Rosen- 
vend. They arrived at Skagway on the 
Willamette, August 14, bound for the 
interior. The men packed all their 
goods, consisting of 1,500 pounds each, 
to Lake Bennett on their backs, and 
were called the Tacoma pack train be- 
cause of their untiring energy and ability 
to pack from 100 to 150 pounds each. 
They reached I ako Bennett with their 
entire outfit, where they were waiting 
for the lake to freeze to go ahead. After- 
wards they came back over the Dyea 
trail, where Wyckoff died of congestion 
of the brain, caused by an accident. De- 
ceased was an Odd Fellow, Ranier lodge 
No. 11, Tacoma, and has many sympa- 
thizers. He was shortly to have teen

were constantly in trouble. One of my 
pack horses broke through the ice into a 
creek, and Bhould have certainly loat it 
but for the timely aid of two of our cow- 
boys. We reached our destination— 
Wateon'a camp— in darkneaB. We took 
no tents with ua but aieeping bagB, and 
built our tire and made supper. Ther- 
mometer 15 below zero. 

The next morning, ISth November, 
our men and horses went on with etores 
to the surveyors' camp, of the Humbert 
Yukon railroad survey, ten milea further 
than Watson's camp, and to remove 
their outfit to the summit. I may men- 
tion here that the Biirvey is now com- 
pleted to the summit. I remained in 
charge alone. 

The next day, 19th November, some 
Indians came and kept me company all 
night around the camp tire. They told 
me white men were coming back, hav- 
ing failed to get through Chilkat pass. 

On the 20th live Klondykera 57 days 
from Dawson City came into camp and 
stayed all night, having supper with me. 
They had all done well, and showed me 
some very tine nuggets; but were ob-

Many persons are now going in from 
Port Wrangel to Stickeen Island, where 
stores and accommodation can be sup- 
plied. Stickeen Island ia only seven 
miles from Wrangel and the Alaskan is 
to run there, and thoae going in can take 
the ice straight from the north end of 
the island, which ia now frozen, and 
commence their journey with slede, on 
the ice, to Telegraph Creek. Three small 
parties have already started from the 
island. I hear the Yorko party are now 
making great progress at Teslin Lake and 
en route. Reed t\ Sylvester are building 
a three story hotel containing 100 rooms, 
which will soon be completed, at Wran- 
gel. Mr. Mclntyre, of Victoria, is man- 
ager. News received from Dawson City 
as late aa November b' is to the effect 
that there will be no famine in the Klou- 
dyke this winter if precautions bo taken 
to husband the food supply already there. 
Thia is the opinion of Joe Kastner, of 
Helena, Montana, who left Dawson Ciiy 
November 3 in company with McLaugh- 
lin. They made the entire distance to 
Skagway on foot in 37 days — weather ex- 
tremely cold at Big Salmon river, 52 de- 
crees below, and (55 degrees for several 
days afterwards. Eieht hundred people 
left Dawson for Port Yukon, where there 
is plenty of food. Fully 0,000 persons 
remain in Dawson. The sto e) have few 
provisions to sell, but parties, who 
had taken in larger supplies than they 
required, were selling at one dollar a 
pound, whether bacon, beans, flour, 
augar, etc., or anything they had to dis- 
pose of. Major Walah was met at Big 
Salmon. His party being short of pro- 
visions, Captain Norwood and seven 
men were sent to the Hootalinqua.

HANDSOME RESIDENCES. 

Beautiful Bungalows to Be .Erected at Oak 
Bay lor Sir C. H Tapper and Hon. 
Fred Peters. 

Tivo more are to be added to the many 
handsome residences which adorn Vic- 
toria, Sir Charles Hihbert Tupper and 
Hon. F. Peters being about to acquire a 
piece of land, beautifully situated, on 
the Oak Bay road, not far from Mount 
Baker hotel, on which the building of 
two bungalows will be immediately com- 
menced. This style of dwelling is be- 
coming daily more popular here and Mr. 
J. Gerhard Tiarka, the architect of Hon. 
Edgar Dewdney's charming bungalow 
residence on Rockland avenue, Mr. W. 
<i. le Poer-Trench'a uo less attractive 
bungalow at North Saarnch and tbe 
Messrs. Weilers' bungalow on Dallas 
road, together with many others, baa 
been commissioned to prepare tbe plans 
for these two new houses and to take 
charge of the work. 

The plans show that each bouse covers 
a space of over one hundred feet by sev- 
enty leet on the ground. Ascending a 
flight of steps on to the spacious veran- 
dah, the front door, which has a large 
plate glass panel, opens on to a panelled 
hall with a large, open tire-place. The 
drawing-room and dining-room, each 
with large bay windows, are on the right 
and left of the hall, and can be thrown 
into it by the opening of folding doors, 
thirteen feet wide, thus, if required, 
making one room oi fifty feet bv twenty 
feet. 

The library, with its alcoves, will be 
entirely in cedar, with cedar bookcases 
all round and a richly panelled ceiling. 
Behind the dining-room, ttiat is between 
the dining-room and kitchen, there will 
be a sitting-room, tbe larders, sculleries, 
storerooms, etc., being at tbe back of 
this attain. Four Tudor arches make a 
pleasing feature. Down the main hall 
are corridors and the kitchen 
passages, although on the main 
floor are entirely isolated from the 
dwelling and bedroom portions. There 
are five bedrooms, besides dressing 
rooms, bath rooms, etc., on the main 
lloor, while on the roof are the servants' 
bed rooms, bath room, childrena' play 
room and cedar lined linen rooms. 

A special feature about the houses is 
that (luring the winter one side of tbe 
verandah will be entirely enclosed with 
gla/.ed sashes, thus converting the ver- 
audah into a comfortable winter prom- 
o inde. 

Both bungalows will be supplied with 
electric light and everything which can 
conduce to the convenience and comfort 
of their occupantB.

DUTY ON YUKON OUTFITS. 

To tub Editor: — In your issue of 
October 31, which I just received a few 
dtiys a^o nmonK other pupere, I noticed 
a letter from Colonel Wind, o( Montana, 
regarding outfits goinir into the Klon- 
dylte. Now, with your kind permission, 
I would like to say a few words on this 
subject through tlie medium of your 
paper, as the question of duty directly 
concerns all persons going into tbe 
Klondyke country. The fact is that all 
goods — either American or Canadian — 
must pay duty. Ii you buy your outfit 
in Seattle you pay duty as soon as you 
reauh the Caimdian border; if you outfit 
in Victoria or Vancouver you either pav 
duty at Skagway or pay a U.S. officer pi 
per day to see you over the summit. 
This 1b the true state of affairs at pres- 
ent. It the weather is very favor- 
able you tnight get over the sua- 
mit in two weeks with an 
ordinary outfit; if it is anything 
like it has been in the higher altitudes 
during the past month, it would take 
anywhere from four to six weeks, this 
ineiinB a cost of from $60 to $150, which 
ii not generally known, will greatly sur- 
prise many who arrive here in the near 
future. HB the hoyB aay— this is no josh 
— but an actual fact. I have lived here 
for over three months, and as my posi- 
tion keeps me directly engaged with 
bon-ied goods landed on our wharf, I am 
able to speak from facts. Five Victoria 
outfits to my knowledge landed last week, 
all of which payed duty, rather than pay 
a man to see them over tbe summit. 
One person in particular from St. Louis 
was induced by friends in Seattle to out- 
fit in iVictoria. He remarked to me 
that Borne of the Kastern paperB would 
iiear from him very soon. Now this ex- 
orbitant expense hill imposed by the 
American government could easily be 
overcome if the United States authori- 
ties would place an officer on the Can- 
adian border of tlie trail to inspect all 
bonded goods on arrival. It is too bad ; 
but the two governments could decide 
upon Borne more friendly means of set- 
tling this difficulty. I trust that steps 
may be taken in the near future for the 
benefit of all concerned.

Whitewater Hotel Keeper Held Responsible 
lor the Death From Exposure ot a 
Man He Had Kicked. 

(in Saturday, the hstb instant, a man 
was picked up 011 tlie line ol' tbc Ktislo iV 
Slocan railway near South Fork in a badly 
frozen condition and soon died from the 
exposure he bad undergone. Dr. l'ogcrs, 
coroner, held an inquest on Monday, and 
as the iiivettigatioii progressed the atl'air 
took on a serious aspect. The facts, briefly 
stated, wen- that on Thursday night last 
about l(j:;i() Edward Kcllcban and Albert 
Ashton, who bad been working at White- 
water and other places in the vicinity, 
started to walk to Kaslo. Before leaving 
the Victoria hotel ut Whitewater they bad 
an altercation with Charles Boreen, tbo 
proprietor, in regard to board bills, due by 
both. I tended 111 a scullle taking place 
between Ashton and Boreen, 111 which 
Ahliton was said to have been rather 
roughly used, so much so that he could not 
keen up witli Kellehan, who came on to 
Kaslo the same night without bini, arriv- 
ing here at 2 o'clock in the morning. 

The same day, at 11:40 o'clock, Ashton 
was found in an almost unconscious con- 
dition sonic four miles above South forks 
by one William Morrison, who was on his 
way to Whitewater, and who endeavored to 
help him along lor some distance and lind 
shelter for hull at woodcutters' camps 
along the track. Morrison filially bail to 
leave him and continued on liis way. 
Shortly alter he was discovered by two 
woodcutters named John Matson and Aug- 
ust l.awlor at a point about three miles 
from South Forks. They immediately car- 
ried him to a Chinaman's hut near by. and 
did what they could for tbc unfortunate 
man, whose bunds were badly frozen. At 
this time he could not speak, and was evi- 
dently suffering from other injuries of 
some nature. After attending him as best 
they could, Watson and l.awlor left the hut; 
when they returned shortly afterwards the 
man was dead. 

Edward Kellehan, the dead man's part- 
ner, and one of the most important wit- 
nesses at the inquest, stated on examina- 
tion that on Thursday night, the Will inst., 
he and Albert Ashton started to walk to 
Kaslo. They hud gone but a short dis- 
tance when Charles Moreen, one ol the pro- 
prietors! of the Victoria, and his bartender, 
followed them ami they returned with 
them to settle a bill. Ashton was unable 
to pay his. und a scullle took place be- 
tween him and Boreen, in which, accord- 
ing to Kcllban's story, his partner was 
thrown to the ground outside the hotel and 
kicked by Boreen. He. soon afterwards 
started lor Kaslo the second time and Ash- 
ton complained of being burl and would 
not accompany him. lie staled that 
neither he nor Ashton had drunk much 
during the evening, and bis account of the 
scullle showed up iloreen in a rather ugly 
light 

Charles Boreen, the hotel man, during 
his evidence admitted the scullle with Ash- 
ton bul denied kicking tlie man at any 
time. He stated that when Ashton was 
down be tried to get away from him, but. 
the latter held on to his legs. He then 
struck him with his list in the lace, when 
Ashton let go and went into the barber 
shop to wash bis face. The two men went 
away shortly afterwards and be saw noth- 
ing more of them. 

Win. Morrison, who first found Ashtoil 
near the track, testified that Ashton told 
him In- had been in a light with Charley 
Boreen at Whitewater, and that he bad 
been badly used up by Iloreen. He com- 
plained ol bis hack at tbe lime und showed 
a badly swollen hand. 

The inquest was resumed on Tuesday 
after a posl mortem examination had been 
made by I >r. Hartin, who testified that 
there was no internal evidence of injury, 
ami that 111 his opinion death was due to 
exposure.

■en was urrcsted on the coroner's war- 
rant, and on Wednesday was arraigned be- 
fore Justices of the I'eace (irecn und Chip 
man. on the charge that be "did unlaw- 
fully kill and slay one Allien Ashton." 
Tlie Crown was represented by A. Wheal ler 
of Kaslo, and Mr. M. I.. Urimmctl of San- 
don appeared for the accused, It was de- 
cided after brief preliminaries that ihe ex- 
amination should he adjourned until the 
next Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Application lor bail on behalf of the ac- 
cused was made by M r. Crinimett and ar- 
gued pro end con by him and M r. Whealler. 
Police Magistrate Chipman, who sat alone 
during tin' latter part of the bearing, took 
the mailer under advisement, and in the 
evening lixed the sum ut *I2,000, the pris- 
oner biuisel fat -f'i.UUO, and two sureties in 
the sum of $3,000 each, or three sureties in 
$2,000 each. 

The deceased man Ashton came from tlie 
vicinity of I'o ion to, and was a carpenter by 
trade. But little is known of his people,

Bills in Connection With the Bridge 
Suits Referred to a Special 
Meeting. 



The principal topic to come up at Inst 
evening's city council meeting was the 
refusal of the present Dominion govern- 
ment to contribute to the lazaretto at 
Darcey island. The refusal came in a 
letter Bigned by Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
minister of agriculture. He wrote to 
the city clerk bb follows : 

Ottawa, Dec. 1897. 

Dear Sir,— The Hon. Mr. Sifton has 
handed me the memorandum which you 
gave him in regard to the Darcey island 
station for lepers, and has asked me to 
look into the matter and reply to you ac- 
cordingly. I can only refer you to the 
letter of the department written by my 
deputy addressed to yon on the 22nJ 
July, 1S97, and I have seen no reason to 
change the views which I held in the 
matter then. No new facts in regard to 
the relations between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the province have been 
brought to my attention Bince that time 
or are contained in the memorial which 
haB come to me by the Hon. Mr. Sifton'B 
hands. Sydney Fisher. 

Aid. Stewart felt that as the Dominion 
bore the whole support of the lazaretto 
on the Atlantic coast it was only fair 
that they should assist in bearing part 
of the cost of the Darcy island station. 
It concerned the whole province as well 
as Victoria, and he advised that the pro- 
vincial representatives in the Senate and 
the House of CommonB should keep on 
kicking till something was done. 

Aid. Kinsman and McCandless took a 
similar view, and so did Aid. Hall. 

The letter waB filed. 

An ofl'er was received from Beaumont 
Boggs to give the city 250 copies free a 
week of the Klondyke Review if the city 
would pay the poBtage for distributing 
them. ThiB was accepted with thanks. 

Complaint of a nuiBance caused by a 
drain near the club house came from the 
J.B.A.A. and the association also asked 
for a stone crossing opposite the club 
house. The nrst subject was relerred to 
the sanitary officer and the city council 
and the streets committee will report on 
the crossing. 

Complaints from W. II. Mason of water 
flowing on private property from Michi- 
gan Btreet and a request for putting the 
East side of Mary street in shape were 
referred to the streets committee to re- 
port. 

Several applications were received for 
the position of lamp trimmer vacated 
by the death of the late Henry Jewell 
and it being the general view that A. E. 
Jewell be appointed to the place the 
mayor was authorized to make the ap- 
pointment. 

The water commissioner reported in 



regard to a request for information from 
the fire underwriters that the water- 
works would be completed in the spring 
of 1S98 and would not make any appre- 
ciable difference in the water pressure. 

Next came a lengthy letter from the 
city aolicitor pointing out that in lieu of 
the coBta he wbb authorized to collect, for 
the bridge actions; he waB willing to ac- 
cept an addition of a lump sum to bis 
salary of $1,000. 

The letter was referred to a special 
meeting to be held on Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. The Mayor, although 
the communication was read in open 
council, refused to hand it to the re- 
porters for publication, claiming he had 
a right thus to exercise his discretion in 
keeping the information from the rate- 
payers until after the special meeting. 

A bill waB eent in for additional legal 
assistance by Messrs, McPhillips & Wil- 
liams, Vancouver, for $125.25 for attend- 
ing to incidental business in connection 
with the bridge suits. 

Aid. Partridge took exception to this 
account, aB he had known nothing about 
the bill being incurred. 

The Mayor explained that it was inn 
evitable expense which would not have 
been incurred had the cases been tried 
in Victoria, somebody having neces- 
sarily to look after things' in Vancouver 
when the city solicitor waB in Victoria. 

This matter was referred to the same 
special meeting as the solicitor's letter. 

In regard to the letter of Messrs. 
Crease & Crease of last week, the city 
solicitor and the Banitary inspector re- 
ported that the cabin, No. 27 Eisgard 
Btreet, was not pulled down by the city, 
but by Mr. Christie, the contractor for 
Mr. T. R. Smith, agent of the property. 

After passing a resolution authorizing 
a bad debt of some $tJ l J to be stricken oil 
the city's books, the council adjourned.
